Commiſeration 
of th: lamentable eſtate of any one. pꝛoua keth allo ſometimes to 
regard, and diſturneth in like ſozr many times from teuenge. 
Expectation, as wel of Loue as of Hate, of good opinion as mil - 
like in cõ halſing of any thing is not the leaſt, Shame and ignomy 
ofthe action alla, the dependance whereof is oftentimes occaſion 
ſuff:cient of weldoinx,# hindzance alike & withdzawinx frb every 
euil purpoſes, But aboue al is the ſpur of c mulation, whole fozce 
gathered by a cettaine kind of Enuie, of others pzoceedings kin⸗
